four hours, closing at nightfall, there had 
not been a single death recorded in the 
office of the bosrd of health. 

Yesterday there had been thirty-one new 
cases reported and at 7° o’elock tonight 
twenty-two were reported since 9 o'clock 
last night. 

There were nearjy 200 premises under sur- 
Veillance vesterday, in which yellow fever 
had been declared to exist. and in some of 
the houses there were four or five cases, 
yet not a single one had proved fatal in 
twenty-four hours. The result was that 
tonight the death: rate had fallen to a 
trifling excess over 1045 per cent, and the 
prospects for an early stamping out of tne 
disease had been considerably brightened. 

The recent increase in the number of 
cases reported daily is due to several facts. 
Physicians in charge ot hospitals are al- 
lowed tO report cages withcut naving ex- 
perts to view them. Physicians who have 
in the last three weeks had vellow fever 
cases in their practice are given to under- 
stand that their diagnoses will be accepted 
without question. 

The further fact that frank admission 
is made that yellow fev>-r ex Sts, has forced 
the majority of physicians to report imme- 
diately all cases, whether their type be 
mild or severe. In consequence cases are 
being reported rapidly, but there is no in- 
dication that*the sickness will assume 
an epidemic fcrm. All fear ct that has 
disappeared, and people who have their 
families at other points are beginning 
to make arrangements to bring them ack.

It ig charged by New Orleans 
that they are allowed to go everywhere 
else in Mississippi except Jackson, some 
of which are remaiied. here from other 
parts of the state; that papers outside 
New Orleans have a mercenery motive in 
advising the shutting out of New Or- 
leans papers.

This evi- 
dence was not allowed to go to the jury. 
When Solicitor Hill asked the witness if 
McCullough had tried to buy medicine Mr 
Watson sprang up and offered the objec- 
tion that the testimony would be incompe- 
tent. Judge Candler sent out the jury 
and had the witness to tell the court what 
he would testify. After hearing the state- 
ment Judge Candler ruled out the state- 
ment for the time being. Thus Watson 
won his first victory by kegpjyng from the 
jury this most damaging evidence. A num- 
per of witnesses were examuned., 

Juage Canuier refused to continue the

ing. 

Iwo hundred jurors were sworn before 
twelve men were secured to make up a 
jury. It was 5 o’clogk before the first 
witness was put on the staaui. 

At one time the attorneys*for the de- 
fense gave up the effort to get a jury and 
moved to have the trial proceed with only 
eeven men. This most remarkable mo- 
tion did not prevail. 

McCullough was willing for the eleven 
men to decide his fate. The state was 
unwillkxig and the court continued its efforts 
to get a full jury. 

Tom Watson surprised every one by 
showing up at the trial. He had secured 
a leave of absence from the Warrenton 
court for two days and had come up to 
heip defend McCullough. He is assisting 
Coitonel John B. Hutchinson and Colomel 
D. W. Rountree in considering the case, 

The prosecution is being conducted by 
Solicitagy’ Charley Hill, Colonel W. L. Wat- 
terson and Coicmel J. G. Travis, 

The Day’s Work. 

Judge Candler convened court at 
o'clock, with a crowded courtroom. 

McCullough stepped into the room and 
looked at the sea of familiar faces with 
the air of a bashful schoolboy. His face 
did not change color, retaining the sal- 
low. unhealthy tint. The prisoner was 
not hamdcuffed. He was dressed in a new 
black alpaca coat and wore new blue-strip- 
el trousers just out of the store. He had 
just been shaved and with his neat dress, 
presented a better appearance than at the 
former trial. McCullough took his seat by 
Tom Watson. 

The day's proceedings began with a mo- 
tion from Colonel Roumtree for a contin- 
uance on account of Mr. Gienn’s illness. 

This was overruled by Judge Candler, 
who said: 

Watson Pushed for Time. 

“T am willing to do this, gentlemen. If 
you all desire it, I will postpone the case 
until] tomorrow mornimg to give you time, 
az Mr. Watson has been away.”’ 

Mr. Watson arose and in his peculiar and 
characteristic way said: 

“Your horor, I am very much obliged, 
but unfortunately my leave of absence ex- 
tends only until Wedmesday morning and 
I have no time to spare in further prepara- 
tion.” 3 

After a short delay the work of secur- 
iag a jury was begun. 

When the four panels, coriprising forty- 
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eight men, had been exhausted only six 
of the McCullcugh jury had been secured. 

Only seventy-two men had been sum- 
moned as jurors and after the sixth panel 
had been exhausted the court had to draw 
upon the jury box. The names were drawn 
and a large ferce of deputies were kept 
bisy summoning the jurors. 

At 1 o’clock ccurt was adjourned because 
there were no other jurors from whom to 
select. At that time eleven panels and 
132 men had been exhausted and only eight 
men secured. 

The recess was consumed in drawing 
names from the jury box. One hundred 
jurcrs were drawn and gubpoenas sent out 
through the county for the men. 

Nearly every eligible man in the county 
was summoned. Some delay was neccss!- 
tated while the bailiffs were gone after 
the jurors. As fast as they arrived they 
were sent on the stand; 170 men had been 
examined, when the Ist was exhausted. At 
this time eleven men had been sent into 
the jury room and only one more was 
needed to complete the necessary number. 


The Jury of Eleven. 

Tom Watson now made a startling sug- 
gestion. 

“I move that we proceed with the trial 
with only eleven men if the state Is will- 
ing,’’ said Mr. Watson. 

Colonel Hill, for the state, answered that 
the prosecution agreed to go on with the 
eleven men. At this there was considerable 
commotion in the courtroom. 

“Call the jury in and let the trial be- 
gin,’’ said Judge Candler. 

“What is that?” said Colonel Hill, 
ing up in surprise. 

“Didn’t you agree to have the case tried 
with eleven men?” asked the judge. 

“No, I did not,” said Solicitor Hill. ‘“‘T 
understood that you wanted to put eleven 
talesmerw in the box to he examined for 
jurors. I did not understand that you 
wanted to try the defendant with a num- 
ber of men less than twelve.”’ 

“What is the state icking 
asked Mr. Watson of Colonel Hill. 

Solicitor Hill said that he preferred to 
wait and make all efforts to get 
juror. He did not like the idea of trying 
the case with eleven men. The attorneys 
for the defense tried to persuade the repre- 
sentatives of the state to allow the case to 
proceed with the jurors already secured. 
The prosecution would not agree to this. 

At half-past 4 o'clock, a panel of jurors 
Was put in the box. This completed the 
jury, which is composed of the following 
mens:

I. A. Christian. T. J. Wyatt. 
J. H. Stantleld,. Ww. L. Camp.

The twelve men were among the most 
solid and reputable citizens of the county. 
Trial Strictly Private. 

Judge Candler caused consternation and 
disappointment among the hundreds of 
spectators by announcing that every one 
would be excluded from the courtroom ex- 
cept the attorneys and court officers. One 
by one the people filed out until the court- 

room was cleared. 

The witnesses for both the state and the 
defense were now called in and sworn. 
They were then sent out, with the ex- 
ception of Dr. R. A. Nisbet, who was re- 
tained to go on the stand as the first wit- 
nes@. 

Dr. Nisbet is Clayton's representative in 
the legislature. He is a practicing physi- 
clan at Riverdale and is the one who was 
summoned to Mrs. McCullough atfer she 
was killed. 

Dr. Nisbet testtfled that he had examined 
(rs. McCullough’s body and that she had 
two gashes on the left side of the buck of 
her head. The two gashes made a cross, 
cut into the skull, which was fractured. 
From the wounds the doctor thought the 
first blow had been struck from the rear 
and the second after the lady had fallen to 
the ground. 

The Caim, Dead Face. 

Dr. Nisbet said he noted the expression 
on the dead woman's face. 

“The face bore a calm, undisturbed look, 
ag if she had died without any knowledge 
of impending danger. She evidently was 
killed before she knew of amy danger, as 
there was no appearance of fright on her 
face,”’ snid the witness. 

The physician testified about the bloody 
wagon standard. He said that the wound 
on Mrs. McCullough’s head corresponded 
with a crack in the standard. 

The Bloody Trousers. 

The trousers worn by McCullough on the 
day of the killing were exhibited to the 
court. Dr. Nisbet swore that the trousers 
had blood on them at the time of the ar- 
rest of the defendant. Witness said he 
thought the blood was Mrs. McCullough’s. 


Watson Gets Sarcastic. 


At this remark Tom Watson arose and 
in his sarcastic voice, asked: 

‘Doctor, had you ever seen any of Mrs. 
McCullough’s blood before that day, that 
you were able to recognize it so easily?”’ 

The witness did not think he could have 
recognized the blood of deceased, even if 
he had seen it before, but he thought from 
the circumstances that it was Mrs. McCul- 
lough’s blood. 

Mr. Watson asked the witness if he could 
tell the blood of the deceased frem that of 
another person. 

Witness was not an expert on human 
blood and could not make such nice dis- 
tinctions. 

Mr. Watson made an effort to bring out 
the theory that the dead woman had been 
killed and crimirally assaulted by some 
tramp. He questiored Dr. Nisbet closely 
on points that might support this theory. 

Dr. Nisbet said that he and another phy- 
sician had closely examined the body of the 
dead woman and that there were no other 
marks of violence upon the body than the 
two gashes on the head. 

Mr. Watson asked Dr. Nisbet if the blood 
on the defendants trousers was human or 
animal blood. 

Witness was unable to say. 

Mr. Watson Asked the doctor if there was 
rot a small blue spot on the neck. The 
witness said that there was a small, dark 
spot. Mr. Watson wanted to know if the 
black spot was not caused by choking. Dr. 
Dr. Nisbet was sure that the spot was not 
caused by being choked. He said that if 
there had been a struggle there would 
have been indications and the dead wo- 
man’s face would have shown fright. 

Mr. Watson asked the witness how many 
people he had ever seen who had died of 
fright. The witness did not remember that 
he had seen any One who had died of 
fright. 

“Then your position on that point is mere 
theory,’ said Mr. Watson. 

History of the Crime. 

Mrs. Otie McCullough was murdered by 
some unknown person on June 27. 1896. She 
and her husband, the prisoner, lived on a 
farm near Riverdale. On the morning of 
the 27th Mrs. McCullough and her husband 
left the house to pick blackberries. Mec(Cul- 
lough returned a few hours ‘later without 
his wife. He asked for het, but she had 
not been seen. He claimed that he had left 
her to go look after some farm hands, who 
were plowing in a nearby field. A search 
was at once instituted. The body of Mrs. 
McCullough was found lying in a fence 
corner with the skull crushed and the face 
bruised. A bloody wagon standard was 
found a few feet away. At first the theory 
of the neighbors was that the lady had 
been killed by tramps. This belief did not 
long hold good. As soon as Kimsey Jones, 
a brother of the dead woman, heard of the 
killing he suspected his brother-in-law of 
the deed, and a few hours later he had 
John McCullough arrested. The prisoner 
was tried at the ensuing term of Clayton 
court, held in September, 1896. A mistrial 
was the result, eleven men standing out for 
conviction and one against this verdict. 
Judge Candier assigned the new trial for 
the March term in - At that time Col- 
onel Glenn was ill and could not be presen 
so the case was continued and a specia 
term ordered. The atiorney was again too 
ill and the case was postponed.

Physicians Anrounce That the Mobile 
Young Woman Is Virtually Well. 


QUARANTINE FROM THE HOUSE 


People Who Have Been Confined There 
Will Be Dismissed. 


THE YOUNG GiRL IS STILL QUITE SICK 
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Lucas Will Be Released from Deten- 
tion Camp Today—This Disposes 
of the Fever Here. 


Atlanta is now free from the one ¢case of 
yellow fever that developed here. 

The Fleming child has been pronounced 
by the physicians in attendance as well 
of yellow fever and today all persons who 
have been quarantined on account of the 
presence of the disease will, after a thor- 
ough fumigation with formaldehyde gas, 
be given their liberty. 

H. R. Lucas, the man who has been at 
the detention camp fur the past ten days, 
will be given his freedom today. He is a 
liberty-loving man and ts awaiting with im- 
patience the release to be given him by the 
board of health. 

Every one in the house at 119 Auburn 
avenue, with the exception of the Fleming 
child, who ts still sick, though the yellow 
fever has left her, and her father and 
mother, will be allowed to leave the place. 

Last night Dr. Olmsted, .who has given 
the Fleming child his personal attention 
ever since she has been sick with the fever, 
stated that she was considerably better 
than she had been during Sunday and yes- 
terday forenoon. Dr. Olmsted stated that 
he expects her to recover and when he an- 
nounces that she is free from yellow fever 
does not intend to leave the !mpression that 
she is well. She is still sick, though were 
she to die now she would not die of yellow 
fever. 

Dr. Stone, of Savannah, who can now al- 
most be termed an Atlantian, on account of 
the length of his stay here, and Dr. Saw- 
telle, the gentlal government Official, are 
both well pleased with the situation here 
and from what they say are of the opinion 
that there is no danger of the fever. 

Will Fumigate Today. 

Two interesting scenes will be witnessed 
today. One will be at the house at 119 Au- 
burn avenue, where the Fleming child is 
sick, and the other will be at the detention 
camp, where Lucas has been studying na- 
ture while waiting for ten long days to 
go by. At both these places the use of 
formaldehyde gas will be freely indulged 
in and everything will be thoroughly fu- 
migated. 

Dr. Stone, Dr. Ravenel, Surgeon Saw- 
telle and members of the board of health, 
together with Dr. Olmsted, on invitation 
of Dr. Alexander, will go to the house on 
Auburn avenue today and see that every- 
thing is thoroughly fumigated.

and Cab Company asking for an amend- 
ment of the law permitting the company 
to Gharge more than 25 cents for hauls. 

Now that the council has acted and put 
itself on record as opposed to any change 
in the law, City Attorney Anderson will 
appear in the police court at once and ask 
for the disposition of the two cases pending 
against the baggage company for violation 
of the law in refusing to haul baggage 
from West End to the depot for the maxi- 
mum price allowed by the law—25 
The city will contend for immediate trial 
of the cases. 

The baggage company had no champion 
in the council yesterday afternoon when the 
question came up on a report of Mr. George 
P. Howard, chairman of the ordinance 
committee,to which committee the petition 
of the company was referred at the last 
nceting of the council. Mr. Howard stated 
that when the question was last before his 
committee he had been requested by sev- 
eral parties to hold the question open so 
that they could be heard in opposition to 
the effort to repeal the ordinance. In defer- 
ence to the wishes of citizens, Mr. Howard 
said he would ask the council to grant tne 
committee further time to consider the 
petition. 

Mr. Rice Calls for a Report. 

This brought Mr. Frank P. Rice, alder- 
man from the ncrth side, to the floor, and 
he made a speech in opposition to granting 
further time on the matter, which had the 
desired effect. 

“Mayor Collier, I see no use in granting 
further time on this matter,” said Mr. 
Rice. “It has been indicated by the state- 
ment of members of the council to the 
press that we are a unit in opposition to 
n aking any change in the law as it stands, 
and I see no reason why we snould delay 
the matter any longer. The council is 
unanimously against any change in the 
ordinance, and it is foclish to waste time 
by holding it up. It is unwise to hold up 
the matter and keep the people worried 
about it. We had just as well stop the 
thing right here and kill the movement to 
change the law so as to allow more than a 
quarter charge for baggage delivery. 

“I think 25 cents is enough for any com- 
pany to charge for hauling a trunk to any 
part of the city, and I hope the council 
will 
report the petition back to council so we 
can kill it right here, I move that the 
committee be instructed to report the peti- 
tion back to cvuncil now.” 

Mr. Peters said he did not want the 
council to be discourteous to the committee, 
end thought that, without reference to the 
merits of the question, the committee ought 
to have further time if it wanted it. 

Mr. Howard Reports the Petition. 

Mr. Howard said: ; 

“So far as Il am concerned personally, 
Mr. Mayor, I would prefer that the petition 
be reported back now so the council can 
act on the matter at once. I do not think 
there is any especial desire on the part 
of parties to be heard, and feel confident 
they wili be satisfied for the pet.tion to 
be disposed of without further hearing. 
The committee will report the petition now 
if the council desires it.”’ 

The motion of Mr. Rice to instruct the 
committee to report the petition at once 
was then unanimously adopted. 

Mr. Howard said the committee would 
report back the petition without recom- 
mendation. 

Alderman Rice quickly moved to lay the 
petition on the table, and the motion Was 
as quickly seconded by Mr. Lumpkin and 
others. With equa! quickness the council 
adopted the motion without a voice in op- 
position, effectually killing the effort to 
repeal or amend the law, and leaving the 
question where it was when the Rice or- 
dinance was adopted several weeks ago. 

It will be remembered that the cases 
made in~the recorder’s court against the 
baggage company for refusing to haul a 
piece of baggage to West End and for 
charging more than the maximum price 
for hauling baggage to a point on Wood- 
ward avenue, were postponed at the re- 
quest of the company, represented by Mr. 
Hoke Smith. Judge Anderson, city attor- 
ney, agreed to allow the case to go over 
until the council made a final disposition 
of the question, and now that such a dis- 
position has been made he will appear in 
court before Judge Andy Calhoun and ask 
for a trial of the issues. 

Court Ready for Trial. 

Judge Calhoun was seen Dy a Constitu- 
tion reporter at his home last night, and 
when asked when he will call up the cases 
for trial, he said that is a matter to be 
determined by Judge Anderson, city at- 
torney. 

‘"The cases were postponed by agreement 
between Judge Anderson and Mr. Sm.th,”’ 
said Judge Calhoun, ‘‘and it remains for 
the attorneys to agree as to the time otf 
taking up the cases. 
to dispose of them upon appearance of the 
parties at issue ! court.” 

Judge Anderson states that the city will 
proceed without delay to secure a disposi- 
tion of the cases pending in the recorder’s 
court. He or Judge Pendleton, ass‘stant 
city attorney, will probably appear in the 
court today and ask for a hearing of the 
cases made several days ago. 

It will be recalled that wien the cases 
were postponed in court it was by agree- 
ment on the part of the defendants that if 
the council should amend the ordinance 60 
as to allow the company to charge more 
than the twenty-five-cent rate fixed by 
law, the company would plead guilty to 
the charges without contest. And if the 
council should fail or refuse to amend the 
law. the company agreed to admit 
truth of the charges and contest the cases 
¢imply on the ground that the ordinance is 
an unreasonable one. 

The disposition of the cases in court will 
now be watched with interest by the 
public.

The last general apportionment of city 
funds for 1897 has been made by the gen- 
eral council, disposing of all the city’s rev- 
enues for this year. The sheet was adopted 
by the council yesterday afternoon. 

Under a ruling of the city attorney ro 
change can now be made in the apportwuon- 
ments and no further apportionment can 
be made to any department this year. But 
three appcertionments can be made each 
year under the charter—January, June and 
October—and the several departments will 
be required to get along with the moneys

As will be seen from the above there are 
but a few changes and few increases in the 
apportionments. The finance committee can 
find but $15.450 to distribute among the 
several departments and the money has 
been divided here and there as shown to 
meet not anticipated when the 
last sheet was prepared.

It is proposed to extend the water mains 
lo every part of the cily so that all the 
people can be furnished a supply of healthy 
water, making it possible to abandon the 
wells of the city. The latter have been 
u source of danger to the health of the 
community for some time and Mayor Col- 
lier has resolved to work for the issuance 
vi the proposed bonds so that waterworks 
can be put at the doors of the people in the 
districts now forced to use the impure well 
water. 

There was opposition to the proposed 
amendment on the part of Councilman 
Lumpkin. He said the amount to be spent 
is very large and!that he could not agree 
to vote for a measure which would so ma- 
terially increase the indebtedness of the 
city. 

Mr. Rice Defends Amendment. 


Alderman Rice defended the proposed 
amendment. He said the time is here when 
Atlanta must confront the necessity of ex- 
tending its water system. The city is grow- 
ing rapidly and one of the chief reasons 
is the wonderfully healthy conditions. It 
had been found that typhoid fever and 
Other contagious and dangerous diseases 
have been caused by the use of well water, 
and he wanted to see the impure wells 
of the city filled up. Before that can be 
done the city’s water mains must be ex- 
tended and the proposed issuance of bonds 
would bring in enough money to put a main 
in froit of every aouse in the city. 

Councilman Thompson suggested that the 
proposed amendment provides for an elec- 
tion by the people before the bonds can 
be issued and he saw no reason why the 
amendment should not be asked for. 

The amendment was then approved by 
the council, Mr. Lumpkin voting against it. 
Adjournment Taken Until Today. 
The session of the council yesterday was 
an interesting one, but only a part of the 
business on Clerk Greene’s desk was dis- 
posed of. After two hours anda half of 
work the body adjourned until 3 o'clock 
this afternoon to continue the work be- 

fore it. 

The meeting yesterday was the first of 
the last six of the present council. But 
five more meetings will be held, two each 
in November and December and one more 
in October. The body is now on the home 
stretch of its existence and with the end 
of December one-half of the members will 
retire from office 10 make way for the hew 
members to be nominated at the primary 
next Friday. .

The omnibus bill of proposed city char- 
ter amendments which has recently been 
considered by the committee on ordinances 
and legislation of the general council, was 
reported to the latter body by Council- 
man George P. Howard, the committee 
chairman, yesterday afternoon. The big 
bill was prepared by Judge Anderson, city 
attorney, and it was taken up by the 
council and approved with few exceptions 
and amendments. 

Nearly the entire afternoon was con- 
sumed by the council in consideration of 
the proposed amendments and by reason 
of that fact an adjournment was taken 
before the bulk of the business before 
the body had been disposed of. 

The amendment incorporated in the bill 
authorizing the city of Atlanta to regu- 
late the fares to be charged by street 
ear companies and to authorize the city 
to require all such compan:es to grant 
transfers was passed over by the council 
at the request of Mayor Collier, who was 
sick and unable to attend’ the meeting 
of council yesterday afternoon. He _ de- 
sires to be pres@ént when the amendment 
is considered and it went over without 
discussion. 

President Woodruff, of the Consolidated, 
sand Mr. Morrts Brandon, ' representing 
the interests of the car company, a4D- 
peared in council prepared to contest the 
issues involved in the proposed amend- 
ment, but they went away when told 
that the bill would not be considered, as 
stated. The Consolidated will oppose the 
passage of the amendment and a deter- 
mined contest is ahead between the city 
and company. 
Amendments Approved by Council. 

The provisions of the bill of amend- 
ments providing for the changes in the 
present laws as indicated below were ap- 
proved by the council:

GEORGIA AGAIN 


Line of Blue Infantry Ready To Start to 
Chickamauga Tomorrow. 


A FULL INSPECTION TODAY

The Officers and Men of the Fifth Anx- 
ious To Be Put on Their Mettle. 


INSTRUCTION IS THE OBJECT OF THE TRIP

It Will Be the Most Extensive Trip 
Uncle Sam’s Boys Have Ever Had.

The firal preparaticns for the long march 
of the Fifth infantry of Fort McPherson 
have been made and the trip will be begun 
tomorrow morning. Nearly 600 soldiers will 
be in line and these, with the officers and 
the long wagon trair, will make a fine 
showing. 

This afternoon at 4 o'clock the final tn- 
spection will be held. Everything going on 
the march will be carefully examined by 
Celonel H. CC. Cook and his assistants. 
The men ‘and their personal trappings 
will be looked after and it will be seen that 
they are ready to commence the marcn., 
The horses of the officers and the commis- 
sary department will.receive their share of 
attention and the wagons and their 
tents will be put through the same 
ment. 

This will be a

treat- 


complete parade and in- 
spection of everything at the fort. Colonel 
Cook says it will be the most thorough 
that has been held there in some time and 
he will be very rigid with all the depart- 
ments. If they ara not in excellent order 
some one will receive a severe reprimand. 

Early Wednesday morning the tramp, 
tramp, tramp of the regiment will be heard 
on the pavement of Atlanta as the soldiers 
go by on their way. They will come into 
the city over Whitehall and go out Marietta 
Street to Marietta road and continue in a 
northwesterly direction until they reach 
the national park. 

Places for camping each night have al- 
reudy been chosen by Engineer Brown and 
each day the men will be required to cover 
the distance between the points.

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GEORGIA STATE LIBRARY. 
Who Will Be “Appointed Librarian by 
Governor Atkinson? 


From Sunny South. 

One of the most important appointments 
that the governor wilt bave to make in the 
near future is that of s@tate librarian; and 
in this connection a brief historic sketch 
of the library may not be without interest. 

It‘ was first lecated at the old capital, 
Mi lledgeville, and during the war was cap- 
tured by General Sherman. Later the 
books were removed to Atianta and placed 
in the old capitol building on Marietta 
street. Here, no special apartmemts hav- 
ing been assigned for the library, the vol- 
umes were scattered through the building 
from basement to garret. HMariy in the 
winter of 1889 the new librarian, Captain 
John Milledge, classified and boxed them 
and skidding them dowm flights of sta.rs 
to the streets, had them hauled on drays 
to the library rooms of the present new 
capitol buiiding. The library at that time 
was in a very depleted condition, but to- 
day it is said by competent judges to be 
the finest and most complete library in 
the south. In occupies the second amd third 
stories of the Hunter street side of the 
building. In the basement it also occupies 
six rooms, and besides well filled shelves, 
there are also jJarge boxes filled with 
books. 

In addition to these rooms there is a su- 
preme court special library, which is equip- 
ped with welli-selected reports and text 
books by distinguished legal authorities. 

Exclusive of pamphlets, the number of 
volumes is nearly 65,000, and so rapid is 
the accumulation each year, either by ex- 
chamge with other states or by purchase, 
that it has recently become 
to add new shelf room for the ac commod: i- 
tion of 3,000 new volumes 

Tne library contains, besides®a full line 
of law books, all the principal encyclope- 
dias, histories, works of reference and vely 
many old and rare publications, such as 
the celebrated Dr. Renne collection. 

To duplicate the printed treasures tiat 
rest upon these shelves would require 
nearly $250,000, and a large number of rare 
books could not be replaced at any price. 

The duties of the librarian are varied 
and important. He must keep an accu- 
rate account of all books coming into the 
library, either by exchange; purchase or 
from the state: all books going out, either 
by distributian, exchange or sale, the ac- 
counts of booksellers audited and paid, an 
acecunt of freights on books shipped out, 
hav» them audited and puid; supply all 
books" to the public officers of the state 
and to members of the general assembly 
who are entitled to receive‘them. In addi- 
tion to all this he must keep up a con- 
stant amd accurute correspondence with 
the officers in the 137 counties of the state. 
It also devolves upon the librarian to see 
that those who visit the library, either for 
pleasure or study, meet with a courteous 
reception. In the course of the year he 
has to ship a large number of various 
reports and the house and senate journals, 
as well as the acts of the general assem- 
bly and the code. 

These are some of the duties of the H- 
brarian. His correspomdence is heavy and 
his bookkeeping very considerable. There- 
fore the appointment of an officer to this 
position and charged with these duties is 
a matter of great importance. 

The question of who the future librarian 
shall be has proved to be one of deep and 
widespread tnterest. Many citizems, repre- 
sentatives of bench and bar, the militia, 
veterans, Daughters of the Confederacy 
and many others running up into the thous- 
ands have warmly indorsed the present 
incumbent, Colonel Milledge, and have sent 
numerous letters and petitions to the gov- 
ernor in his behalf. 

There are few men in Georgia who have 
more friends tham Colonel Milledge, and it 
is earnestly hoped that he will be reap- 
pointed to the position which he has so 
long and faithfully filled
